The  only  other  death  in  the  nonage  was  that  of  a  boy  age  13  years,  from 
Bronchial  Asthma.

The  totals  correspond  with  the  Registrar 
General’s  figures. 

As  in  last  year’s  report  the  deaths  have  been  classified  to  conform  with 
implementation  of  the  World  Health  Organisation  Nomenclature  Regulations, 
1948. 
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From  the  foregoing  and  subsequent  pages  the  following,  inter  alia, will 
be  noted:-

The  changed  administration  of  the  Ambulance  Service. 

The  excellent  clinical  facilities  available  at  Newmarket  General 
Hospital  were  further  improved.  (The  advent  of  the  National  Health 
Service  obviously  allows  for  advancements  and  improvements  for  the 
benefit  of  the  community.  These  will  be  especially  marked  where  all 
branches  of  the  medical  profession  are  working  in  close  co-operation 
and  harmony,  despite  the  apparent  division  of  the  doctors  under  the 
various  administrative  units  established.  It  can  truly  be  stated 
that  in  Newmarket  the  most  excellent  co-operation  and  fellowship 
exists  between  the  general  practitioner  and  the  hospital  specialist 
staff,  both  of  which  have  invariably  provided  me  with  every 
opportunity  to  co-operate  in  Public  Health  matters.) 

56%  of  Births  occurred  at  either  Newmarket  General  Hospital  (38/3)?  or 
Cardigan  Street  Nursing  Home  (18%). 

37%  of  Deaths  occurred  in  Hospitals. 

The  Newmarket  Waterworks  Co. Ltd.  supplied  (to  almost  every  house  in 
the  District  for  yet  another  year,  without  cuts)  a  water  which 
passed  every  analysis  satisfactorily. 

That  the  modernising  of  the  sewage-  works  in  progressing. 

1,041  loads  of  Domestic  Refuse  were  collected,  which  is  an  increase  of 
5%  on  the  993  loads  collected  during  1952. 

The  weight  of  paper  salvaged,  151  tons,  was  a  11%  increase  on  1952, but 
the  sum  received  for  this,  £905?  was  £582  less  than  in  1952. 

The  tickets  sold  at  the  Swimming  Pool  numbered  20,512,  a  mere  2%  less 
than  in  1952. 

That  the  Council  have  made  every  effort  to  offer  a  satisfactory  and 
safe  service  to  trainers  in  Newmarket  for  the  destruction  of  rats  - 
since  wri ting  the  particular  section  on  Rodent  Control  it  has  been 
learned  that  the  Ministry  pf  Agriculture  and  Fisheries  have  agreed 
to  bear  a  proportion  of  the  expense  necessary  to  ensure  a  most 
comprehensive  insurance  against  any  mishap  in  treatment  (unlikely 
though  they  be). 

81  new  Council  houses  were  completed  during  1953  -  of  this  number  8 
were  bungalows  for  aged  persons.  In  addition,  the  Council  built  2 
houses  for  sale.  This  was  an  experimental  measure  which  proved 
successful  by  the  speedy  sale  of  the  houses  -  with  the  encouragement 
of  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government  further  similar 
houses  are  being  erected.  18  private  enterprise  houses  were 
completed-  There  are  551  housing  applicants  on  the  Council  House 
Waiting  List,  and  200  of  these  applicants  can  be  said  to  be;  in  urgent, 
need  of  accommodation. 


All  samples  of  milk  gave  a  satisfactory  result. 

The  high  reputation  for  cleanliness  which  the  slaughterhouse  staff 
maintain  to  ensuru  clean  meat  supplies.

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SECTION  B. 

GENERAL  PROVISION  0"  HEALTH  SERVICES  IN  THE  AREA. 


(a)  LABORATORY  FACILITIES.  The  Emergency  Public  Health  Laboratory,  Tennis 
Court  Road,  Cambridge,  under  the  directorship  of  Dr .R.M. Pry, provides  an 
excellent  bacteriological  service  and  most  readily  discusses  and  advises  on 
any  epidemiological  or  similar  problem. 

Dr, S.C-reenburgh, Public  Analyst , Tenison  Road, Cambridge, gives  a  similar, 
efficient,  helpful  service  when  chemical  analyses  are  required. 

(b)  AMBULANCE  FACILITIES.  The  agency  with  the  Suffolk  Branch  of  the  Red 
Cross  Soci'ety  terminated  at  the  request  of  the  Society  in  July  1953*  The 
services  subsequently  have  been  provided  directly  by  the  County  Council  under 
the  direction  of  Dr .D. A. McCracken, the  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 

(c)  NURSING  IN  THE  HOME.  The  West  Suffolk  County  Council  District  Nurse- 
Midwives  carry  out  these  duties. 

(d)  CLINICS  AND  TREATMENT  CENTRES.  The  County  Council  held  Infant  Welfare 
Clinics  in  Newmarket  every  fortnight  and  at  Exning  once  a  month  throughout 
the  year.

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 


{ i )  mm-  The  Newmarket  Waterworks  Company  Limited  supplies  the 
Urban  District,  in  which  only  15  dwelling  houses  (all  in  remote  parts  of 
the  District)  are  without  the  main  water  supply.  Two  wells  in  the  chalk 
at  Southfields  Pumping  Station,  connected  by  an  adit,  are  the  source  of 
supply.  The  water  is  chlorinated  and  pumped  to  a  storage  reservoir  at 
Warren  Hill,  which  has  a  capacity  of  260,000  gallons. 

The  supply  was  maintained  without  any  cuts  throughout  the  year. 

During  the  year  15  samples  were  taken  direct  from  the  well  at 
Southfields  for  bacteriological  examination,  and  all  were  reported  as 
being  satisfactory.  Fifteen  samples  were  also  taken  from  the  mains,  and 
all  were  satisfactory  with  Nil  B.  Coli  per  100  mis. 

One  sample  was  taken  from  the  well  at  Southfields  and  submitted  to 
Dr.  S.  Greenburgh,  Public  Analyst,  for  chemical  examination,  which

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Following  complaint  by  the  tenant  of  a  new  Council  house  that  the  water 
had  a  "coppery'*  taste,  two  samples  of  the  water  were  sent  to  the  Public 
Analyst,  Copper  was  absent  in  both  samples,  but  the  tenant  was  advised  to  run 
off  water  which  had  been  standing  in  the  pipes  overnight.  No  further 
complaints  were  received.

92.7%  of  houses  in  the  District  are  supplied  with  water  into  the  house. 

6.8/’  of  houses  have  private  standpipes  in  the  yard  outside  the  house. 

There  are  no  Council  owned  standpipes  in  the  District. 

( ii)  DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE.  Mr.  Waterfall  reports 

"The  whole  of  the  sewerage  of  the  Urban  District  (with  the  exception  of  a 
few  properties  which  are  drained  to  cesspools  in  the  outlying  parts  of  the 
District),  is  treated  at  the  Council’s  two  Sewage  Works.  The  Main  Works, 
serving  an  estimated  population  of  8,800  persons,  is  at  Newmarket,  giving  a 
D.W.F.  of  445 9 000  gallons  per  day,  and  the  smaller  Sewage  Works, serving  an 
estimated  population  of  1,550  is  at  Exning,  giving  a  D.W.F. of  57*000  gallons 
per  dayr 


Both  these  Works  were  constructed  in  1900  as  Contact  Bed  systems. 

The  scheme  (prepared  by  Mr.  Waterfall,  the  Engineer  and  Surveypr)  which 
has  been  referred  to  in  previous  annual  reports  (for  dispensing  with  the 
existing  Steam  Pumping  Plant  and  providing  electrically  operated  pumps  and 
Screening  Plant  and  for  a  new  length  of  24"  sewer  with  a  self  cleansing 
velocity  to  supercede  the  unsatisfactory  brick  culvert)  has  now  been  approved 
in  principle  by  the  Ministry  and  the  Council  are  proceeding  with  the  Schemes 
The  total  cost  of  this  Scheme  is  estimated  to  be  £20,820.  The  construction  of 
the  buildings  for  the  electrically  operated  Compressors  at  both  Newmarket  and 
Exning  have  been  commenced  by  direct  labour. 

During  the  year  the  whole  of  the  Foul  and  Stormwater  Sewers  with  manholes 
have  been  completed  by  direct  labour  on  the  Houldsworth  Valley  Housing  Estate^ 

The  Scheme  for  the  drainage  of  the  Fordham  Road  and  Snailwell  Road 
properties  which  are  at  present  connected  to  cesspools  was  again  submitted  to 
the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government  for  loan  sanction  but  the 
Ministry  replied  stating  that  the  restrictions  in  the  field  of  sewerage  and 
sewage  disposal  still  apply  at  the  present  time. 


During  the  year  the  Council  have  continued  their  service  for  free  cleansinr 
with  their  500  gallon  Scammell  Gulley  and  Cesspool  Emptier  once  every  quarter 
to  properties  not  on  the  sewerage  system  within  the  District. 


As  a  provision  against  the  fouling  of  the  Sewage  Works  and  Filters  the 
Eastern  Gas  Board  delivered  by  tanker  and  deposited  on  the  Sewage  Works  Site 
600  loads  of  gas  liquor  during  1953*" 

2.  RIVERS  AND  STREAMS.  The  final  effluent  from  the  Sewage  Works  is  given  land 
treatment  before  being  discharged  into  the  stream  which  joins  the  River  Snail 
at  Snailwell. 


3.  (i)  CLOSET  ACCOMMODATION.  In  the  District  only  the  two  farms  and  thirteen 
houses,  without  a  piped  water  supply,  are  without  water  closets. 


(ii)  PUBLIC  CLEANSING.  The  cleansing  of  highways,  and  road  gullies, 
collection  of  house  refuse,  shop  refuse,  trade  refuse  and  salvage, is  carried 
out  by  direct  labour  under  the  supervision  of  Mr .F. B. Waterfall,  the  Engineer 
and  Surveyor,  who  reports: - 

"Domestic  Refuse  is  collected  by  a  Scammell  Scarab  with  Essloo  Self-loading 
18  cu.yds.  Refuse  Collector  and  partly  by  a  Scammell  12  cu. yds. Moving  Floor 
Refuse  Collector. 

A  total  of  1,041  loads  of  refuse  were  collected  during  the  year  ending 
31st  December , 1953* and  disposed  of  at  the  Sewage  Disposal  Works  Site  by 
controlled  tipping.  The  tip  is  regularly  treated  with  suitable  Tip  Dressing  as 
a  precaution  against  breeding  of  flies  and  crickets, etc. , and  the  tip  is 
treated  regularly  for  the  destruction  of  rats. 

158  lorry  loads  of  Shop  Refuse  were  collected  by  the  Council’s  staff. 842 
loads  of  various  capacity  of  Trade  Refuse  were  brought  to  the  Works  by  private 
traders  during  the  year  ending  31st  December , 1953* 

During  the  year  151  tons  of  waste  paper  were  salvaged, baled  and  sold  to 
the  Paper  Mills, for  which  the  sum  of  £905*0,0.  was  received.

(vi)  SMOKE  ABATEMENT.  Newmarket  has  no  heavy  industries  and  is  therefore 
comparatively  free  from  industrial  atmospheric  pollution* 

During  the  year  complaint  was  made  of  nuisance  from  grit  and  smoke  from  a 
laundry  chimney.  During  observations  no  smoke  emission  occurred  which  could 
he  regarded  as  a  statutory  nuisance,  hut  there  was  evidence  of  grit  emission* 
The  plant  was  inspected  by  an  Engineer  of  the  Ministry  of  Fuel  and  Power,  whe 
advised  the  owners  on  methods  to  reduce  the  emission  of  grit. 

(vii)  SWIMMING  POOL.  The  Council  own  a  modern  open-air  swimming  pool. 

Water  for  the  pool  is  obtained  from  the  Newmarket  Waterworks  Company's  Mains* 
Circulation  of  the  water  is  continuous,  the  water  being  passed  through  a  Bell 
horizontal  sand  filter,  and  suitably  chlorinated* 

Seven  samples  of  swimming  pool  water  were  taken  for  bacteriological 
examination,  and  all  showed  counts  of  Nil  B»  Coli  per  100  mis* 

Seventeen  inspections  were  made  regarding  the  Cleanliness  of  dressing 
boxes,  sanitary  accommodations  and  pool  surroundings* 

The  pool  was  open  from  9th  May  to  the  12th  September,  1953*  The  number  of 
tickets  sold  was  20,512  of  which  7,800  wore  to  adults,  and  12,712  to  children, 
In  addition  there  were  22  adult  and  136  children  season  ticket  holders. 

Arrangements  were  made  with  the  West  Suffolk  Education  Committee  and  the 
Cambridgeshire  Education  Committee  for  the  attendance  of  school  children  on 
each  morning  Monday  to  Friday,  during  the  school  summer  terms*

In  addition  two  houses  were  treated  for  infestation  by  woodworm  with 
Cuprinol,  and  a  cell  and  bedding  at  the  Cambridge  Police  Station  were 
treated  after  a  case  of  Scabies, 

Twenty-six  visits  and  re-visits  were  paid  to  verminous  premises,  only  the 
two  woodworm  infestations  being  at  Council  houses. 

Ninety-two  visits  were  paid  to  houses  occupied  by  persons  who  had  been 
allotted  Council  houses,  in  order  that  the  dwellings  which  they  occupied  and 
their  furniture  could  be  inspected,  and  if  necessary,  freed  from  vermin, 
before  removal  to  a  new  house.  No  vermin  were  discovered  during  these 
visits. 

Fourteen  wasp  nests  were  destroyed  with  sodium  cyanide  or  Zaldecide  D.D.T. 

(ix)  RATS  AND  MICE.  The  Council  employ  two  operators,  Mr.  Foster  and 
Mr,  Gallant,  on  the  work  of  rodent  destruction.  Inspections  and  treatments 
of  premises  were  carried  out  where  infestations  were  notified  by  occupiers, 
as  well  as  systematic  inspec+ions  of  the  district  and  treatment  of  premises 
where  necessary. 

Free  treatment  was  giv^n  at  dwelling  houses,  but  a  charge  of  5/-  per  hour* 
inclusive  of  the  cost  of  baits  and  poisons,  was  made  for  treatments  at 
business  premises. 

The  sewers  were  again  test  baited,  but  only  very  slight  infestation  was 
found.  Two  maintenance  treatments  were  carried  out  in  the  sections  of  the 
sewers  found  to  be  affected. 

Five  treatments  were  carried  out  at  the  Council’s  Sewage  and  Refuse 
Disposal  Works  at  Sxning  Road,  and  three  treatments  at  the  Exning  Sewage 
Works.  A  total  of  521  rat  bodies  were  found  after  these  treatments. 

Twenty-eight  treatments  were  carried  out  at  Racing  Stables,  following 
which  23-3  rat  bodies  were  found.  During  the  year,  the  Council  gave  serious 
consideration  to  the  problems  involved  in  the  poisoning  treatments  to  destroy 
rats  in  stables.  Although  every  precaution  is  taken  to  avoid  accidental 
access  to  the  poison  by  racehorses,  it  was  felt  that  the  insurance  cover 
against  accident  should  be  substantially  increased.  To  pass  on  the  whole  of 
the  cost  of  the  premium  to  the  trainers  as  part  of  the  charge  to  business 
premises,  would  make  the  cost  of  treatment  prohibitive,  .and  may  cause  loss 
of  co-operation  by  the  trainers  .It  is  a  fallacy  to  say  that  in  the  event  of 
loss  of  co-operation,  resort  could  be  made  to  the  use  of  statutory  powers. 
Tor  the  special  problems  involved  in  carrying  out  treatments  in  premises 
occupied  by  valuable  bloodstock,  make  full  co-operation  essential,  it  is 
hoped  that  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries  will  re-consider  their 
decision  not  to  bear  a  proportion  of  the  expense  of  the  insurance  premium

Mr.  P.  D.  Lees;,  the  Council  Architect,  has  kindly  supplied  the  following 
notes  on  Housing  Progress  during  1953:- 


"When  the  Government  announced.,  in  January  1952,  that  it  was  their 
intention  to  provide  300,000  houses  a  year,  the  rigid  system  of  housing 
allocations,  which  had  been  in  operation  since  the  end  of  the  war,  came  to 
an  end,  and  it  was  possible  for  Local  Authorities  to  initiate  programmes 
which  were  limited  only  by  distribution  and  availability  of  men  and  materials 
The  Newmarket  Urban  District  Council  took  full  advantage  of  this  new  freedom 
and,  while  adhering  to  a  policy  of  building  as  many  houses  of  traditional 
construction  as  possible,  included  a  number  of  non-traditional  types  in 
order  further  to  reduce  the  demand q  for  skilled  building  labour,  and,  as  a 
result,  they  were  able  to  complete  83  dwellings  during  1953. 

These  houses  were  mainly  of  thu  smaller  type  introduced  in  1952  and 
generally  known  as  the  !,Peoples  House”  and  have  undoubtedly  effected  some 
saving  of  time  and  materials,  though  the  reduction  in  size  has  produced  its 
own  design  problems. 

Although  the  list  of  housing  applicants  has  not  diminished,  there  has 
been  a  significant  change  in  the  type  of  accommodation  required.  The  demand 
now  is  mainly  for  two  bedroom  houses  and  flats  showing  that  the  Council  has 
been  able  to  provide  for  the  most  urgent  needs  of  the  people  with  large 
growing  families. 

In  an  effort  to  reduce  the  waiting  list  without  the  imposition  of 
additional  burdens  on  the  ratepayer  and  taxpayer,  the  Council  has  produced 
a  series  of  designs  for  houses  to  be  built  and  sold  to  private  purchasers. 

Six  of  these  houses  were  commenced  and  two  completed  during  the  year.  A 
further  six  houses  are  now  in  course  of  erection  and  it  is  hoped  to 
continue  this  policy  in  order  to  meet  the  present  demanc.  for  small, 
reasonably  priced  houses  for  owner-occupation.”

(b)  ICE-CREAM.  There  is  only  one  premise  in  the  District  which  is 
registered  under  Section  14  j  Pood  &  Drugs  Act,  1933,  for  tne 
manufacture,  storage  and  sale  of  ice-cream0  This  manufacturer  uses 

a  complete  cold  mix  powder  and  no  heat  treatment  is  therefore  involvedo 

Twenty-nine  other  premises  are  registered  for  the  storage  and  sale 
of  ice-cream.  Vury  little  unwrapped  ice-cream  is  sold,  the  majority 
of  dealers  trade  only  in  the  wrapped  blocks  or  cartons  of  ice-cream 
as  it  is  received  from  large  manufacturers.

(c)  MEAT  AND  OTHER  POODS.  All  slaughtering  of  animals  for  human  consumption 
for  the  Urban  District,  and  the  surrounding  Rural  Districts  of 
Newmarket  and  Mildenhall,  takes  place  at  thm  Government  controlled 
slaughterhouse  in  Newmarket. 

The  carcases  and  organs  of  all  animals  slaughtered  were  subject  to 
thorough  inspection  and  for  this  purpose  433  visits  were  paid  to  the 
slaughterhouse,  including  15  visits  on  Sundays. 
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The ^ slaughterhouse  and  equipment  have  been  maintained,  as  usual,  in  a 
good  state  of  cleanliness.  The  thoroughness  with  which  the  washing  down 
of  the  slaughterhouse;  is  carried  out  is  a  credit  to  the  slaughtermen,  who 
have  established  a  high  reputation  for  cleanliness. 

A  routine  special  examination  is  still  carried  out  to  detect  Cysticereus 
Bovis  in  cattle,  and  on^  lesion  was  discovered  during  the  year,  that  being 
in  the  massetcr  muscle  of  a  steer. 


In  previous  reports,  mention  has  been  made  of  the  steady  decline  in 
the  numbers  of  cattle  found  to  be  affected  with  Tuberculosis.  This  decline

The  above  foods  were  inspected  and  condemned  following  notification  by 
the  food  traders  in  the  District  requesting  inspection.  The  only  exception 
was  in  the  case  of  the  3  lbs.  of  Chocolate  Vermicelli  which  was  condemned 
following  a  complaint  by  a  customer  who  found  grubs  in  the  Vermicelli.  The 
grubs  were  those  of  the  Flour  Moth  which  had  gained  access  through  storage 
of  the  vermicelli  in  a  bakehouse.  The  whole  of  the  remaining  store  was 
voluntarily  surrendered. 

One  case  occurred  of  fragments  of  glass  being  found  in  sausage  which 
were  manufactured  in  Northern  Ireland.  Enquiries  as  to  the  conditions  of 
manufacture  were  made  through  the  County  Down  Health  Authority,  As  it  was 
reported  that  the  factory  concerned  was  a  modern,  hygienic  establishment, 
that  the  source  of  the  glass  was  unexplainable,  and  that  the  manufacturers 
had  taken  suitable  precautions  to  prevent  a  repetition,  no  legal  proceedings 
were  taken. 
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Method  of  disposal  of  condemned  food 


Meat .  Meat  condemned  at  the  slaughterhouse  remains  the  property  of  the 
Ministry  of  Food,  and  arrangements  for  its  disposal  are  made  by 
the  Ministry.  The  meat  is  stained  green  by  the  Slaughterhouse 
Manager  before  it  is  removed*  In  cases  where  meat  is  condemned 
for  diseases  such  as  s\r/ine  fever,  the  carcases  and  organs  are 
removed  to  the  refuse  destructor  and  destroyed  by  burning,  under 
the  supervision  of  the  Sanitary  Inspector  Meat  condemned  at 
Butcher's  shops  is  taken  to  the  slaughterhouse  and  placed  in  the 
condemned  meat  store  for  removal  with  the  other  condemned  meat. 


Other  Foods  condemned  at  shops,  warehouses,  etc.  are  destroyed  by 
Foods .burning  at  the  refuse  destructor.
